Knowing Caroline’s birth and marriage dates, and the article 
stating that she was married 54 years and was now 74 years old, I 
soon figured out the article was written in 1905, and in the month 
of February, since it was a Washington's Birthday theme party. The 
article was probably in the Gazette, but several months of the 
Gazette are missing in 1904 and 1905, and February was one of them. 
I thought perhaps the Morning Star might also carry an article on 
the party, and they did include it among the several others that 
were in town. If Mary Ann Bishop married in 1844, the Miss Ann in 
the article would not be your Mary Ann. The article in the Star 
does mention that those attending were very close friends. 

I also found Sadie Farley's article in the paper. It appeared 
in the Gazette on Monday, September 29, 1902. 


I'm sorry that both articles are such poor quality. I tried 
several different settings, but the originals were not in good 
condition. At least we were able to date the articles. I hope this 


helps you.

Thank you for your continued interest in Mrs. Mitchell's 
application but I am sorry to say she is no nearer to be- 
coming a member than she was ehen we got her papers. 


We do not have any service for the John Ball who 
died 1829, if he is her ancestor. 


According to the Pittsylvania Co. tax list of 1785 
there was a John Ball with 11 whites and 5 blacks who 
apparently lived in the same sistrict as Jeffersons, 6 
Campbells, and Peaks, so presumably he is the one whose 
children married into those families. I have learned that 
this John Ball's wife was Mary which doesn't help much. 


In that same tax list and very probably in another 
district was a John Ball with 8 whites and 2 blacks and 
not far away was James Dyer with 9 whites and £ black; 

I think this John was too old to be son of the other John. 


| The easiest thing to do, as I suggested long ago, 
is to try to find service for James Dyer or identify his 
father and find service for him. 


So many of my suggestions have been disregarded that 
I can make just this one final suggestion. I will give 
you the name of a researcher in Chatham. I know nothing 
aboüt her work as her name was just sent to me by a Chatham 
resident. She is Mrs. Randolph V. Üverby Sr., Chatham, Va. 
If Mrs. Mitchell wants to write her she should try to find 
acceptable service for James Dyer of get proof of his 
father and father's service or get proof that Thomas Ball 
who m. Eleanor Dyer was son of John and Mary or son of the 
other John, assuming that his father was a John Ball. We 
will, of course, want copies of the records or good abstracts 
proving any lineage or service found.

SAMUEL P. BALL, Retired farmer, is a native of Granger 
County, Tenn., born June 15, 1815, the youngest of eleven 
Children of Thomas and Ellenor (Dyer) Ball, natives of 
Virginia, the former of English and Irish, and the latter 
of Irish descent. They were married in Virginia, and in 
1796 moved to Tennessee remaining there till 1829, when 
they came to Indiana and entered 160 acres of G overnment 
land, and with the help of our subjedt cleared and cultivated 
1t, residing here the remainder of their lives. The mother 
died Nov. 24, 1848, and the father Feb. 25, 1849, both 
aged seventy-eight years. Samuel P. Ball has resided on 
his farm in Franklin Township since 1829, and has seen 
the country grow from a wilderness to one of civilization. 
He was: married Nov. 26, 1835 to Mary, daughter of Thomas 
and Nancy (Colton) Carter. To them have been born nine 
children; but four are living-Catherine, John C., William D. 
and Sarah Ann. The deceased are-Elizabeth, Thomas, Phoebe, 
Emeretta and Nancy E. Thomas was a soldier in the war of 
the Rebellion and died at Milliken's Bend, June 3, 1863.
